In this paper I deseribe now genera and twenty-seven new 

speeies of Hyinenoptera from the Philippines, based principally upon 
material received recently from Father Pobert IFrown, S. el., of the 
Philippine Weather Bureau. Two of the species, however, belonging- 
to genera known only in India and Japan, and of great economic 
importance, since they destroy destructive scale-insects of the family 
Cocchhr^ were sent to me by Prof. T. 1). A. Cockerell, of Boulder, 
Colorado, who received them, together with tlnur hosts, from Prof. 
Tyler Townsend, now in the Philippines. 

The new genus, HlasnaxpudhKs, is very remarkable in many of its 
characters, and totally unlike any other genus so far discovered in the 
tribe Ichneumonini, where it is placed at present. It may ultimately 
be considered as the type of a distiiuJ tribe. 

Family DIAPRIID^E. 

Genus GALESUS Curtis. 

I. GALESUS MANILiE, new species. 

Fondle . — Length 3 mm. Polished black, with the legs, except the 
coxic, the extreme apex of the hind femora, and the basal three-fourths 
of the hind tibije outwardly, red; the eoxje, the extreme apex of the 
hind femora, and the basal three-fourths of the hind tibiic are black. 

The head is a little longer than wide, smooth, shining, and impune- 
tate, but with a delicate carina on each side anteriorly just above the 
eyes, and an inclosed area in front of the front ocellus that is connected 
with carini\3, which extend to the lateral ocelli; tlie antennal sockets 
are deep; the face near the insertion of the anteniue is flat, with a 
large quadrate fovea, but anteriorly it is subtectiform, or sloping off 
on each side from a delicate median carina; there is also a delicate 
carina extending from the base of the eyes to the back of the head; 
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the projecting niiuidi])le8 are large and liave three teeth at apex; the 
Lt2-joiiited aiiteiiiuv are thickened toward apex, the scape stout, dilated 
at apex, with the inner apical margin angulated, the pedicel longer 
and stout(‘r than the first joint of the funiele, the latter being obconi- 
cal and longer than any of the following joints, except the last, which 
is cone-shaj)ed and about twice as long as the ]>eniiltiinate joint; the 
thonix is smooth, shining, and impuiudate, (‘xce])t the metathorax, 
which is <)pa(|iie, with some ridges, and cIoIIkhI with a pale ])iibes- 
cence; the parapsidal furrows are distinct, comphde; the scutellum 
has two large foveie at base; the abdominal petiole is stout, fully 
twice as long as thick, longitudinally fnri'owed, and pubescent, while 
the body of the abdomen is long, oval, smooth, and shining, the first 
segment occupying very nearly the whole surface, the other segments 
being visible as transverse lin(‘s. Wings hyaline, ])nbescent, the veins 
])ale, the radius represented by a fuscous streak, so as to form a lai’ge, 
open marginal cell. 

Agrees with the female, exce])t in having a different shaped 
head and antenine. The head is not nearlv so long, although it has 
the caivme and ai’eas anteriorly as in the female, while the antenme 
are longer, 14-jointed, Hliform, the joints of the flagellum cylindrical, 
more than thrice as long as thick, the first two a little shorter, the 
last joint the longest and slenderest, more than four times as long as 
thick.

2. GALESUS LUZONICUS, new species. 

Male . — Length 1.9 mm. Polished black, impunctate; legs, exce])t 
the coxie, red; wings hyaline, pu))escent. On the face and along the 
anterior margin of the niesonotum are some sparse whitish hairs, 
while the hind margin of the head laterally Imck of the eyes and on 
the cheeks, the metathorax, the abdominal petiole, and the base of the 
abdomen beneath, are clothed with a whitish pubesceiu'e. 

The head is carinate anteriorly; th(‘ antenme are 14-jointed, black, 
and extend almost to the ai)ex of the abdominal petiole, the sca])e 
being shining and longitudinally striated, with the apex slightly cmar- 
ginate, inclosing part of the pedicel, the llagellum being subopacpie, 
sparsely pubescent, the joints, except the last, being oval, hardly twice 
as long as thick, the last being cone-shaped and fully thrice as long as 
thick. The scutellum has two huge foveie at base and a bioad 
grooved line on each side; while the abdomen is similar to G. nianlhe.

Easily distinguished from the previous species by its small size and 
the great difference in the length of the antennal joints.

3. OPISTHACANTHA NIGRICLAVATA, new species. 

Lcngtli 1 niin. Black, .suliopncjiie, inicroscopi(‘ally sha- 
orecnod, the scutelliiiii and the bod}" of alidoinen alone smooth and 
shining’; scape, pedicel and fiinicle of antenna*, and the leg’s tlavotes- 
taceous, the club of tlie antenme being* black, the joints transverse; the 
postscutellar spine is miniite but distinct; tlie inetaplenra are covered 
witli a silveiy white pubescence; the lateral ocelli touch the eye mar¬ 
gin; the abdomen seen fi’om aliovc is ])ointed ovate, depressed, a little 
longer than the head and thorax united, smootli and polished, except 
the petiole, which is opacpie and striated. Wings hyaline, the veins, 
exc(*pt the short marginal vein which is lirown, being pale yellowish.

Genus HADRONOTUS Forster. 

4. HADRONOTUS FLAVIPES, new species 

Female . — Length about 0.8 mm. Black; basal half of the scape of 
the anteniiie, the apex of the pedicel, and th(* legs yellow. The head 
is about thrice as wide as thick antero-posteriorly, wider than the 
thorax, deeply emarginate ])osteriorly, convex anteriorly, and reticu- 
lately sculptured; the L2-jointed antenna* terminate in a 0-jointed club, 
the joints of which, except the last, are transvei’se, the last being conical; 
the pedicel is obconical, about 2^ times as long as thick, and much 
longer and stouter than the tirst joint of the funicle; the funicle joints 
aftei- the tirst are a little wider than long; the thorax is tinely, closely 
punctate, subopatjue, and without parapsidal furrows; the abdomen 
is broadly oval, smootli and shining, the tirst segment longitudinally 
striated, the second segment with some delicate stria) at base. Wings 
hyaline, pubescent, the marginal, stigmal, and postmarginal veins 
brownish, the marginal Ix'ing the shortest and stoutest of the three 
veins, or a little shorter than the shaft of the stigmal vein.

Genus KLEIDOTOMA Westwood. 

5. KLEIDOTOMA PHILIPPINENSIS, new species. 

Male . — Length 0.9 mm. Polished black, the legs, including the 
coxa*, reddish-yellow, the tirst two joints of the antenna* dark red, 
the flagellar joints dark brown, and all, except the tirst, beautifully, 
although delicately, tinted.

Tlie l5-jointed iinteniuv ai‘e lonoer thiui the ]>od>^; the scape is 
obconical, lono-er than thick, the pedicel round, the joints of the tiagel- 
luin lono% cvlindrieal, except the hrst which is clavate, slightly bent, 
and a little longer than the second, the joints beyond are about four 
times as long as thick; the scutellnni, except the cup, is striated, the 
fovea at base is divided by a delicate median carina, the cup is ellip¬ 
soidal with a puncture at base and a fovea toward apex; the meta¬ 
thorax is bicarinate, subopacpie, pubescent laterally; the abdomen has 
a tuft of white wool on each side at base. Wings hyaline, slightly 
emarginate at apex, ciliated, the veins pale yellowish, slightly brown- 
ish in the thickened parts, the marginal cell open along the front 
margin.

Genus PHILOTRYPESIS Forster. 

6 . PHILOTRYPESIS FICICOLA, new species. 

J^emaJe , — Length to tip of ovipositor 4.8 mm., to tip of abdomen 2.8 
mm. Brownish yellow, smooth and shining, the dorsum of abdomen 
with some brownish spots down the center, the apical or tubcrcularl}^ 
produced segments with a black median line at base and clothed with 
black sparse hairs or bristles, the sheaths of the ovipositor black and 
pulieseent, clavate at tips; scape and pedicel of the antenine, and the 
legs, including the coxie, paler yellowish; llagellum brown-black, 
pubescent, the funicle joints all longer than thick; eyes pale greyish, 
with a faint bluish tinge in certain lights; ocelli pale; tibiie with 
bristly hairs, more noticeable on the hind ptur. Wings hyaline, 
iridescent, pubescent, the veins light brownish. 

Male , — Length about I mm. Apterous, rufo-testaceoiis, and highl>" 
polished, the abdomeii triangularly pointed, depressed, yellowish, 
becoming whitish at apex: the hind femoi'a are also paler or yellowish; 
the tibiic are beset with short, stitf, bi*istly 8i)incs; the head is large, 
trapezoidal, a little wider behind than in front, but not quite as wdde 
as the thorax, with a deep triangular emargination anteriorly in which 
repose the antemue, the surface surrounding the emargination deli 
cately aciculated; the antemue arc yellowish white; eyes oval, brown, 
faceted and placed near the anterior lateral angles; mandibles large, 
blackish, and dentate, the two apical teeth acute; the pronotum is 
large, wider than long, and longer than the mesonotuin and metanotum 
united; the metanotum is a little shorter than the mesonotuin; the 
wings are represented bv two white, thread-like appendages on each 
side of tlie mesonotuin.

This s|)(^cies. the lirst in o-cnins to be noted in th(‘ Philippines, 
a}:)p(‘ars to ))e closest allied to J\ s2}J)ii(jrr Mayr, described fi'om flava 
and Boi'neo. 

Genus MEGASTIGMUS Dalman. 

7. MEGASTIGMUS IMMACULATUS, new species. 

Kimilr. —Len^-th L.bmin.; ovipositor about the length of the whole 
insect. Brownish yellow, with the scape and ])edicel of the antenme, 
(‘heeks and face anteriorh^ and the legs ]:)ale yellowish or yidlowish 
white: eyes circular, red: sheaths of ovipositor black: wings hyaline, 
the sub(‘ostal \ ein, tin' stiginal vein, and its large rounded knob brown, 
the other veins whitish or hyaline. 

The whole insect is smooth and shining, impunctate, but with some 
delicate transverse stria' on the vertex back of the ocelli, on the pro- 
notum, the mesonotnm. and scutellum.

9. DIRHINUS AURATUS, new species. 

Female ,—Length 3 to 4.i^ mm. Head and thorax metallic gold 
green, rather eoai'sely, I’eticulately punctate, sparsely pubescent, some 
of the hairs on the veitex, the thorax, and scutelhxm being golden 
yellow, the others white or silveiy white; the metathorax areolated 
and cariiiated, thei’e l)eing a large, somewhat oval area at base, sepa- 
i‘ated into two divisions by a median carina, with cariine on either side, 
and back of the huge l)asal area are two more or less triangular areas: 
the metapleiira are ai’ined with two teeth on their lower hind maigin; 
the abdomen is smooth and shining, the short petiole with longitudi¬ 
nal cariiue, the hrst segment of the abdomen proper, which is very 
large and occupies the larger portion of the abdoiiien, being longitu¬ 
dinally striate at ))ase a])ove; the antennai teguhe, front and middle 
legs, except coxa\ and the hind tarsi brownish yellow, the I’est of the 
hind legs black. ^Vings hyaline, with a faint yellowish tinge, the 
veins dark IxroAvnish, the stigmal and postmarginal veins not developed. 

Length iJ.S mm. Dull bronze green, the fi^ontal hoims 
longer, with a slight tooth on each side of the face, opposite the apex 
of the eyes, the antenine brownish yellow, the pedicel and the two or 
three ai)ical joints brownish, the abdomen clavate, pear-shaped, the 
])etiole longer than in the female, full}^ twice as long as thick, longi¬ 
tudinally furrowed, the base of a))doineJi with some short striie near 
its jimction with the petiole, otherwise similar to the female.

Head, coxa\ and abdomen dark blue, 
the al)domen along the vcmtei* testaceous, the eyes whitish, the thorax 
bronze green, the scape of the antenine and the legs pale yellowdsh. 
the femora brownish toward apex above, the tlagelhim brown, the tirst 
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joint more than twic(', loni 4 ‘er than thick. Wind's }iyalin(\ the veins 
brownish yellow. 

The head is transvin’sc, wider than the thorax, at least four times 
as wide as thick antei‘o-posteriorly. smooth and shinino-, ))ut und(M’ a 
strono- lens the sui-face in front a|)])cars finely, r(dicuiately sculpturial: 
the. thorax is smooth, but th(‘ middle mesothoracic lobe and the scut(‘l- 
liim exhibit a tine, delicate, reticulate sculjjture similai* to that on the 
fac(‘, only more distinct, this sculpture being less distinct on the lateral 
mesothoracic lobes aiul entindy absent on the pronotnm and the axilhe. 

The nietathorax is impressed on each sid(‘, the middle lo])e thus 
formed being smooth and brassy, and produced into a neck that extends 
over the base of the abdomen; it has also a delicate median carina that 
is connected with a transverse cai'ina at apex; the lateral depressions 
are aeiu'oiis ])lack; the abdomen is conically pointed, blue, longer than 
the head and thorax united, Ifat or su])concave above, compr('ssed 
beneath; the ventral segment projecting and forming a i)]-ominent 
keel. Wings Ipadine, the veins brown, the marginal and ])ostmarginal 
veins very long, only a little shorter than the sul)costal vein; the 
stigmal vein is clavate at a])ex and about one-third the length of th(‘ 
marginal.

The head is sublentiemlar, aleout as wide as the thorax, with an exe'a- 
vation anterioidy for the reception of the antemue, whi<‘h are inserted 
far anteriorly, with a ridge between; eyes very large, occujndng most 
of the sides of the head, long oval, strongly facetted, and slightly coir 
verging above, the uppi'r inner margin touching the lati'ral ocelli, the 
latter being (dose to each other; the tiag(dhun is lirown lihudv. thick¬ 
ened toward api'X, the pedicel l^eing long, as long as the thres' follow¬ 
ing joints united, the funicle joints broadening toward the (dub .and 
wider than long; the pronotum is very short, hardly visible from 
above; the mesonotum i>. widei’ than long and hardly as long as the 
large scutellnm, the axilhe widely separated; the metathorax is viuy 
short, perpendiculai’with the apex of the scutellnm; the alxlomen is 
sessile, seen from above subcordate, and hardly as long as the thorax; 
the first joint of the hind tarsi is as long as joints 2 and 3 united and 
thicker. Wings hyaline, the veins brown, the marginal and sidimar- 
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giiial voiiis .short, the .stigniai vein rather long, slightly eiirved and 
elavate.

The antennae are black, Ijnt the 
scap(' })roadly at apex, the ])edicel narrowly at apex, and the three last 
joints of the tlagellnni, representing the club, are snow white; the 
scape is dilated beneath, the tlagellnm long, subtiliform and pu])escent, 
th(' joints of the fnnicle })eing about thrice as long as thick. Wings 
hyaline, the vcnns brown.

The large head is ti'ansvei’se, a little Avider than the thorax, about 
times as Aviih* as thick antei-o-i)ostei iorly; laddnd it is broadly, shal 
loAvly concave; antm-ioidy it is convi'x: the j)ronotum is v(‘rv slightly 
long(M’ than the mesonotum, ])ut not (piite so wide: th(‘ mesonotum is 
niucli broadei* than long. Avith distinct pai'apsidal fiirrow> that con- 
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\ ('ro’o posteriorly and almost meet at the base of th(‘ scaitcdliim. tlie 
latter heino' eonvexly I’oiinded; the metanotum is rather short, witii 
a distinct median (‘arimi; the abdomen is fully as lonti' as the thorax, 
ovate, depressed, lieneath subcompressed. th(' hypo})y< 4 -iiim sliohtl\ 
projecting, p 1 o w s h a r e - s h a p e d. 

JlaJr .—Length about 0.5 mm. Ditiers fi'om t!ie female in being 
pi'oportionally smallei*, a little darker in color, the head more aen(M,)us 
i)lack, with purplish and nndallic reflections, the abdomen smalhu’, less 
than two-thirds the length of the thorax, and depressed, the anterior 
legs and the middle coxie more yellowish white than in th(‘ female.

Head and thorax aen(‘oiis black, tlie 
head anteriorly in front bluish, the small, very short, deprt'ssed abdo¬ 
men black wdth a strong violaceous tinge; the scape of the ant(*nna* is 
more or less bluish; the legs black or brown black, the sutures of the 
joints, the knees, and tips of tibia' yellow ish, the tarsi whitish. Wings 
hyaline, the veins ))rownish, darker than in the f(Mnale.
